About 1:30 o'clock this morning the villagers were startled by a ter- 


rific explosion quickly followed by two other explosions. Cashier C. B. 
Button who lives near the bank, which is a little one story building on 
the principal street of the town, immediately suspected that an effort 
was being made to rob the bank, and, he partly dressed and ran into the 
street. He was met by John Lloyd, Willis Hammond, Rev. Bunyan Spen- 
cer and other citizens of the town. _ Mr. Buxton told the minister to 
run and ring the church bell, which Was done. After this Mr. Spencer 
built a huge bon-fire in the street. \ 


All the time the robbers remained in the bank building, one stand- 


ing outside as guard. Frequent shots were fired by citizens and the rob- 
bers, but so far as known only one took effect. 
John 
Lloyd 
received 


buckshot in his hip and arm, but his-injuries are not serious. 


After working nearly an hour iit a vain effort to force an entrance 


to the bank safe, the men retreated together, and cursing, left the village, 
sending a parting volley at the citizens. The men went to the north! 
where it developed they had hidden on the Hammond farm a mile 
away, two rigs stolen from M. D. Shrader of Alexandria. 
Two horses 


were hitched to a two seated buggy,-and a third horse to a single buggy. 


The men had forced an entrance! to the Toledo and Ohio Central 


railroad station, where they secures tools with which they gained en- 
trance to the bank building. TheseMools and the safe drills were left 
lying' on the flo'or "when-the men tdtifctheir 
departure. 


The charge of dynamite used in forcing the vault blew a large part 


of the door twenty feet through the side of the building, while another 
section of the door, one foot square, was hurled through the side of the 
building and taking an upward course, went clear over the top of the 
Beaumont store which is 53 feet high. The force of the explosion com- 
pletely wrecked the fixtures and furniture of the bank and the books 
and papers were found scattered about the room in the wildest confu- 
sion. Windows in. buildings near the bank were shattered by the force 
of the explosio'n. 


Cashier Buxton said to your correspondent this morning that there 


was between $800 and $900 in the bank vault 
and 
that owing to the 


small amount of money on hand he had telephoned to the Johnstown 
bank for $1500 which had been sent clown last night. 
This money ar- 


rived after the time lock had been set on the safe and so Mr. Buxton 
simply put the roll of currency in the vault. It was this package that 
was found at daylight lying among the debris.

DYNAMITED BY ROBBERS. 


Forced to Retire 
Without a Cent, 


Escaped With Stolen Horses. 


Men 


Roil of $1,500 Found in the Debris-Vault and Bank Property 


Badly Wrecked-One Man Shot-Villagers Aroused- 


Newark Officers Promptly on the Ground- 


The Pursuit.

ALEXANDRIA, OHIO, July 16—Wil.l excitement prevailed in this 


little Licking county town between the hours of 1:30 and 2:30 this morn- 
ing when the Alexandria village bank, owned by 
Messrs. 
Russler & 


Ashbrook. was blown open with dynamite by a gang of men. Some say 
there were five in the gang and others insist that there were seven in 
the party. 


After wreck-ing the room and bank vault, the robbers were forced 


to retreat empty handed, being unable to force an entrance to the 
bank safe which contained between §S"0 and ?900. The robbers over- 
looked a package of $1500 in currency which 
was found 
at daylight 


among the debris. 


About 1:30 o'clock this morning the villagers were startled by a ter- 


rific explosion quickly followed by two other explosions. Cashier C. B. 
Buxton who lives near the bank, which is a little one story building on 
the principal street of the itown, immediately suspected that an effort 
was being made to rob the bank, and, he partly dressed and ran into the 
street. He was met by John Lloyd, Willis Hammond, Rev. Bunyan Spen- 
cer and other citizens of the town. _ Mr. Buxton told the minister to 
run and ring the church bell, which jvas done. After this Mr. Spencer 
built a huge bon-fire in ithe street. 
f 


All the time the robbers remainefl in the bank building, one stand- 


ing outside as guard. Frequent shots were fired by citizens and the rob- 
bers, but so far as known only one took effect. 
John 
Lloyd received 


buckshot in his hip and arm, but Ms-injuries are not serious. 


After working nearly an hour id a vain effort to force an entrance 


to the bank safe, the men retreated together, and cursing, left the village, 
sending a parting volley at the citizens. 
The men went to the north, 


where it developed they had hidden: on the Hammond farm a mile 
away, two rigs stolen from M. D. Shracler of Alexandria. 
Two horses 


were hitched to a two seated buggy, ;'and a third horse to a single buggy. 


The men had forced an entrance! to the Toledo and Ohio Central 


railroad station, where they secure^ tools with which they gained en- 
trance to the bank ^building. Thesepools and the safe drills were left 
lying on' the' floor when-the men t<*£8sM:heir departure. 


The charge of dynamite used in forcing the vault blew a large part 


of the door twenty feet through the side of the building, while another 
section of the door, one foot square, was hurled through the side of the 
building and taking an upward course, went clear over the top of the 
Beaumont store which is 53 feet high. The force of the explosion com- 
pletely wrecked the fixtures and furniture of the bank and the books 
and papers were found scattered about the room in the wildest confu- 
sion. Windows in buildings near the bank were shattered by the force 
of the explosion. 


Cashier Buxton said to your correspondent this morning that there 


was between $800 and ?900 in the bank vault 
and 
that owing to the 


small amount of money on hand he had telephoned to the Johnstown 
bank for §1500 which had been sent down last night. 
This money ar- 


rived after the -time lock had been set on the safe and so Mr. Buxton 
simply put the roll of currency in the vault. It was this package that 
was found at daylight lying among the debris. 


Messrs. Russler & Ashbrook, who own the Alexandria bank, also 


own the private banks at'Johnstown and 
Croton. The Mr. Ashbrook, 


who is a member of the firm is editor of the Johnstown Independent 
and president of the Buckeye Press Association. 


Cashier Buxton announces that the bank was fully insured in the 


Ocean Accident and Casualty Company. 


As soon as the robbery occurre'l telephone messages were sent to 


Newark, Mt. Vernon, Columbus, and other surrounding towns. Early 
this morning Sheriff W. H. Anderson. Jr.. and Marshal Vogelmeier came 
up from Newark to work on the case. 


A message came from Johnsto'-vn this morning that the men had 


been seen driving rapidlv in the vicinity of Appleton about daylight. 


JOHNSTOWN. OHIO. July 1C.—S:30 a. m.—Mr. Bart Wells has just 


driven into town from his home five miles east of this place and re- 
ports that at daylight this morning the Alexandria bank wreckers were 
seen driving by his house at a breakneck speed, going towards Appleton 
a mile to the north. The men were in a double rig stolen 
from Ken 


Shracler, and two of the party were in a single buggy. Mr. Wells him- 
self saW the men who were driving like "fury" to the north. A mess-age 
has just been sent to Sheriff Ancle -on who is now at Alexandria. 


JOHXSTOWX. OHIO, July 1C—H p. m.—Up to this hour nothing has 


been heard of the pursuit of the Alexandria bank robbers. 
They were 


last seen going north in the direction of Bangs. Knox county, driving 
at a breakneck speed. As all stations have been notified it is thought 
they will be caught as the officers are not far behind. 


The $1.500 taken to Alexandria last night was carried from Johns- 


town to Cashier Buxton by Judge Waiuo Taylor of Newark. When Mr.

been indorsed — if bad, ought to have 
been denounced. To ignore the sub- 
ject entirely was inexcusable. The 
noney question is not yet out of poli- 
tics. Every sesison of congress will 
have to deal with it. Republicans de- 
clare that it is dead, but they kec-p 
working at it." 


Mr. Bryan comments on parts of the 


platform, especially those referring 
lo state and municipal affairs. He in- 
dorses the nominees of the conven- 
tion and urses their support. 


He concludes as follows: "If any of 


the Ohio Democrats feel aggrieved be- 
cause the reorganizing element of the 
party triumphed at the convention let 
them not visit their disappointment 
upon the state ticket, but rather see lo 
the nominations of senators and rep- 
resentatives who will select a trust- 
worthy senator. 
Let them see to it 


also that the state plaform is made at 
the primaries ne^t time rather than at 
the convention."
